Ask Co-operation in Work of 
Establishing a Highway Be- 
tween Atlanta and Savannah, 
and It Is Promised--Will Send 
a Committee to Montezuma 
Meeting. 


A round-the-state automobile tour in 
behalf of good roads, in which the 
participants shall reach Savannah in 
time for the grand prize and Van- 
derbilt cup races! | 

Sounds pretty nice, doesn't it? 

Such is the proposal of the members 
of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce 
committee which is now engaged in 
ihe work of planning the best and 
most direct highway between Atlanta 
and Savannah through Dublin. 

The Dublin committee believes that 
such a tour would prove ae success 
from every standpoint; that it would 
be popular and attractive, and that 
its results in behalf of the good roads 
movement would be far reaching and 
substantial. 

Chairman Corker'’s View. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that 
this round-the-state tour would prove 
the most popular project we could un- 
dertake,’ said Chairman Frank 4G. 
Corker, of the Dublin highway com- 
mittee, Myday. 

“Everybody, or a@imost everybody, 
who has an a Mgmobile wants to drive 
down to vai ah for the grand prize 
and Vanderbilt cup races which will 
be held there some time in November. 

“We could arrange to have a tour at 
that time which would include the 
Dublin reute between Atlanta, 
vannah, the Andersonville-Thomasville 
route between Atlanta and Quitman, 
and the link between Quitman and 8Sa- 
vannah. The proposed new road be- 
tween Chattanooga and Atlanta should 
also be brought in, and with these we 
could arrange a tour that would be 
well worth the while. 

“IT propose to do everything in my 
power to work out the project along 
these lines, and I believe it will prove 
the biggest thing yet undertaken in 
this direction.” 

Chairman Corker stated that the 
Dublin committee would send a com- 
mittee over to the next meeting of 
the executive committee of the Ander- 
sonville-Thomasville highway at Mon- 
tezsuma, and would ascertain what ar- 
rangements could be made to co-oper- 
ate in this project. 

Conferred With Atlanta Chamber. 

The Dublin party, headed by Chafr- 
man Corker and Secretary R: M. Mar- 
tin, of the Dublin chamber, called at 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, and 
haa quite a lengthy conference with 
President F. J. Paxon and Secretary 
Walter G. Cooper. 

The plans of the Dublin committee 
were stated, and the officials of the 
Atlanta chamber promised hearty and 
thorough co-operation in pushing the 
project of establishing a road through 
Dublin between Atlanta and Savannah. 

There was, of course, no decision as 
to details, as the matter is yet in its 
formative stage. Secretary Martin 
stated that the Dublin committee 
would leave the city Saturday morning 
to return home, and that it would 
probably be two weeks before a deci- 
gion is reached as to the exact route 
to be adopted. 

The probable route. however, is that 
etated in The Constitution, following 
the line of the Central of Georgia to 
Macon, and going through Jefferson- 
ville, Dublin, Adrain, Swainsboro and 
Statesboro. 

The Dr»vlin committee is anxious to 
get into puch with the Andersonville- 
Thomas )je committee, and also with 
the movement to establish a road be- 
tween Chattanooga and Atianta 
through Rome. This latter project 
will be put on foot at a meeting to be 
held at Rome on June 20. 

All of the members of the Dublin 
committee are enthusiastic over the 
proposed round-the-state tour to reach 
Savannah for the big races, and they 
will seek the co-operation of other 
road movements along this line. 

Chairman Corker, of the Dublin com- 
mittee. will remain in the city for 
several days. while Secretary Martin 
and the other members of the com- 
mittee will start from Atlanta for 
Dublin Saturday morning.

Executive Officer of Steel Trust 
Declares Steel Corporation 
Would Welcome a Change. 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law De- 
nounced as Archaic.

Washington, June «hae as 
Judge E. H. Gary, chairman of the 
board of directors of the United States 
Steel Corporation, told the Stanley in- 
vestigation committee today that the 
great corporations of the country were 
absolutely at sea to find some middle 
ground between the obligations of the 
Sherman act on 
ruinous competition on the other. 

Government control, so complete 
that it. woulq even extend to the fix- 
ing of prices of commodities, was nve 
only “predicted, but urged as desirable 
by the witness. 

His frankness in urging legislation 
by congress that would bring about a 
new industrial system in the United 
States and in dealing with the situa- 
tion in which the big compinations of 
capital now find themselves was little 
short of sensational. 

Absorption of Tennessee Company. 

In telling of the absorption of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company by 
the steel corporation, following a con- 
ference in Washington with President 
Roosevelt, he said the steel trust did 
not want to buy the Alabama company, 
but gid it to prevent further demorali- 
gation at that critical time. The pur- 
chasers took the precaution of seeing 
the president, explaining the situation 
and asking advice as to whether it 
would be safe for them to proceed. 

Asked why steel trust stock was is- 
sued to the stockholders of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Company, he said 
the United States Steel Corpdration 
had at that time some $75,000,000 on 
deposit in various banks, but to with- 
draw it for the purpose of paying cash 
for the securities acquired would have 
seriously disturbed business condi- 
tions at a perilous time. 

Steel Corporation in the Dark. 

He admitted that the United States 
Steel Corporation is at a loss to know 
how to proceed, ang for that reason he 
hoped that congress would enact legis- 
lation which would enable the govern- 
ment to exercise control over corpora-

entitle you, 

If the charges I make are false, they 
are libellous per se, and I am suably 
solvent. 


Meet You Outside State. 


Moreover, with apologies to. the 
shades of my departed ancestors, I in 
modesty (?) claim to be your equal, 
and if you are aggrieved by the charges, 
it will be my pleasure to meet you 
at such time and place without the 
confines of your state that may suit 
your convenience, to the end that abun- 
dant opportunity may be afforded to 
redress your grievances. 

If my charges are groundless and 
libellous and you do not wish to seek 
personal satisfaction, you can institute 
suit against me in the United States 
court in the city of Atlanta—should it 
be objected, however, that this is my 
home county, then in any of the sub- 
divisions of the district. As soon as 
suit is filed I hereby promise and agree, 
in order to facilitate and expedite the 
same and by way of circumventing anv

Young Man Could Not Find 
Work Other Than That of a 
Laborer, and Decided to 
Take His Life---Leaves Letter 


for His Relatives. 


Because he could not find a job bet- 
ter than laboring, and not having suf- 
ficient funds to return to Atlanta, 
Harry G. Gibson, aged 20, formerly a 
clerk in the offices of the Central of 
Georgia railroad, hurled himself in 
the Ohio river at Cincinnati yester- 
day aiternoon, drowning petore neip 
could reach him. On his coat was 
pinned a note, asking that finders of 
hie body notify his brother, J. H. Gib- 
son, of 314 Georgia avenue, Atlanta. A 
search of his person revealed a letter 
stating his reasons for seeking sui- 
cide. The letter was dated on the day 
of his death, and evidently he intended 
mailing it before committing the rash 
deed: 

His Last Letter. 

“If { should be found, please notify | 
my brother, J. H, Gibson, 314 Georgia 
avenue, Atlanta, Ga. The city . will 
have to bury me. None of my people 
are able to send for my body. To 
the folks at home: Tell them I could 
not be content. I could have gotten 
a job here as a laborer, but I know 
I would not be content. Give all the 
children my love. Tell little Walter 
I hope he will grow up to be a good 
man. I have made peace with God. 
| do not believe he will close. the 
gates of heaven on me. God _ alone 
knows my nature. Well, good-bye to 
all. I am going to meet my dear 
mother and father in a better land. 
Harry G. Gibson.”

REMOVAL OF TARIFF WALL 
WELCOMED BY COUNTRY 


In Only One State, North Da- 
kota, Was a Majority Against 
Agreement ---- Central States 
Give Heavy Ma jorities-- Theo- 
ries That Agricultural States 
Opposed Treaty Unfounded. 


Chicago, June 2. — (Special.) — The 
Tribune publishes tomorrow the results 
of a poll of newspapers in twenty-two 
states of the central, western, south- 
western, northwestern and Pacific di- 
visions on the question of approving 
the reciprocity’ agreement negotiated | 
with Canada by President Taft. 

To more than: 10,000 newspapers, rep- 
resenting every shade of political opin- 
ion, The Tribune submitted this ques- 
tion: 

“As you in favor of the approval ‘by 
congress of the reciprocity agreement. 
with. Canada negotiated by President 
Taft?’ 

Thé replies numbered 4,303, of which 
4,240 were definite, even if qualified, 
expressions of opinion. 

Nearly 3 to 1 in Favor. 

Of these 3,113 were in favor of the 
agreement and 1,127 against it—nearly 
a three to one vote for the policy ad- 
vocated by President Taft, shattering 
the dreams of. the foes of réciprocity. 

The conclusion is plain, if not irre- 
Sistible, that the country, at least the 
part of it included within the twenty- 
two states} thus polled, welcomes the 
removal of\the tariff wall between the 
United States and the Dominion. 

The newspapers; daily and weekly, 
which give the verdict are representa- |, 


tives of Pit ic opinfon. They are. 


o,the sentinients of thé Io 
ties ei whi ich they . circulate. ‘The 
weekly papers outnumber the dailies 
in thé proportion of eight to one, and it 
may be assumed safely that the poll is 
an expression of agricultural as well 
as urban sentiment. \. 
North Dakota Against Measure. 

In only one state was a majority 
against the agreement. That is North 
Dakota, where the vote was 66 for and 
122 against the proposition. The ex- 
planation was that North Dakota farm- 
ers fear the importation of agricultural 
products from across the border and 
the consequent effect on prices of farm 
produce. 

It has been represented this was the 
general, if not universal, sentiment of 
the farmers of the great agricultural 
states, an argument which the poll de- 
stroys. It gives basis to the statement 
of friends of the agreement who have 
said the granges in their opposition did 
not represent truly the sentiment of 
the farming districts, and thatthe anti- 
reciprocity campeign conducted in the 
agricultural districts was fostered by 
the “interests.” 

The central states give heavy major- 
ities in favor of the agreement.-. In 
Illinois the vote is 331 to 86; in Indiana, 
233 to 26; in Ohio, 331 to 61; in Michi- 
gan, 186 to 68; in Wisconsin, 177 to 46. 

Even the West in Favor. 

Farther west the opposition vote in- 
creased, but not to the extent which 
might have been expected. Iowa voted 
248 for and .160 against the agreement. 
Kansas was recorded in fayor of it by a 
vote of 176 to 66; Nebraska voted 178 
for to 60 against. 

The vote in the northwest was as 
heavily in favor as*that in the central 
states. In Missouri 212 in favor and 
12 against; in Oklahoma 194 for and 47 


against. 
This carries a convincing disproof of 


the theories that the agricultural states 
would resent the success of President 
Taft if he carried the treaty through 
successfully, and would visit their dis- 
pleasure on the republican party. . The 
big wheat states, such as Minnesota 
and South Dakota, registered their ap- 
proval of the agreement—Minnesota by 
a vote of 178 to 125; South Dakota’ by

“Resolved, That the bill revising 
schedule K, as presented to this caucus 
by the majority members of the ways 
and means committee, is not to be con- 
strued as an abandonment of any dem- 
ocratic policy, but in view of the demo- 
cratic platform, demand for a gradual 
reduction of the tariff and of the de- 
pleted condition of the public treasury

as a revenue necessity.”

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Washington, June 2.—A HUvely con- 
troversy over the executive's right to 
withhold confidential papers from «#& 
congressional probing committee was 
precipitated today by a flat refusal of 
Secretary of State Knox, on the in- 
struction of President Taft, to lay be- 
fore the house committee on expendi- 
tures in the state department books 
showing the record of the payment for 
the portrait of ex-Secretary of State 
Day. The committee is seeking to dis- 
cover what became of the $1,600 bal- 
ance on the $2,450 voucher drawn for 
the payment of the portrait. Artist 
Rosenthal received cnily $850 for his 
work and the $1,600 is yet unaccounted 
for. 

The president held that tre $2,450 
was paid out of the emergency fund for 
unforeseen emergencies in the diplo- 
matic and consular service and for ex- 
tending diplomatic intercourse with 
foreign nations, which congress had 
provided, need not be accounted for 
if the president certifies that an item 
should be paid from this fund. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had made a certifica- 
tion and Preajdent Taft hesitated to 
go back on that certification.

Elaborate Conspiracy Hatched

for Mexico City today, details were 
made known of an alleged attempt to 
dynamite him. 

- The plot, according to the  insur- 
recto police, was to have been carried 
out during the ball which Senor Ma- 
dero attended in Juarez last night.

tailed to make other arrests. 

When the plot was discovered, 
enough dynamite was being carried 
into the ballroom to blow up-the en- 
tire building. About 500 persons, in- 
cluding Senor Madero and his wife, 
were the principals and spectators of 
a grand march when, about 11 o'clock, 
a man was stopped at the entrance. 
Out of the man’s pocket was pulled a 
large tin can, which was filled with 
dynamite and provided with a tinie 
fuse. The insurrecto police assert 
that had the dynamite exploded in the 
ballroom, no one would have escaped 
injury. 

An Elaborate Conspiracy. 

Opinion is expressed by the Juarez 
authorities that the presence of the 
dynamite-at the ball is only a part of 
an elaborate conspiracy, formed in 
Mexico City, and other places, by a 
political party opposed to Madero and 
that further developments are _  ex- 
pected.

Washington, June 2.—(Special.)— 
When the senate committee on privi- 
leges and elections meets Saturday 
morning to consider the Lorimer reso- 
lution of inquiry, they will also receive 
a report from a sub-committee on the 
bill for the publicity of campaign con- 
tributions, which has already passed 
the house. 

Some amendments to the bill, making 
it even more drastic in its provisions, 
have been tentatively agreed upon by 
the sub-committee, consisting of Sen- 
ators Dillingham, Gamble, Kenyon, 
Kern and Paynter. They will be final- 
ly agreed upon at another meeting of 
the sub-committee tomorrow morning 
and later reported to the full commit- 
tee, 

Publicity Before Elections. 

The house bill requires publicity of 
campaign contributions, both before 
and after elections. The treasurer of 
every political party is required to file 
a statement of contributions from ten 
to fifteen days before the election at 
which representatives in congress are 
to be chosen, and each third day there- 
after until the election is held. The 
present law requires a statement of 
contributions and disbursements to be 
filed after the election. 

The sub-committee favors adding to 
the house bill other provisions now 
in force in several states, requiring a 
Statement of the ante-election prom- 


candidates or managers of election.

.. .Coming in connection with the mobilization of troops on the 
Mexican border, and, further back in the Roosevelt administration, 
our finaneial intervention in Santo Domingo, we begin to see slowly 
formulating the Roosevelt conception of our duties on this hemi- 
sphere—that of international policeman. The nation is committed to 
maintaining the Monroe doctrine at ali hazards. But, at the same 
time, that policy carries with it the obligation té exert our best 
powers to maintain peace in the lesser nations, and to give Europe 
no pretext for invading the Monroe doctrine. 

Incidentally, we are doing a large kindness to Venezuela. That 
storm-torn nation is just now beginning to recuperate from the 
predatory rule of Castro. To turn him loose again would be not 
only to muddy the international status, but, as well, to plunge the 
Venezuelans back into the anarchy and chaos which drove them 
finally to rebel against his rule.

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A MILLION A DAY FOR GOOD ROADS. . 


One million dollars a day for good roads throughout the United 
States. That is an estimate that will soon be realized, according 
to a statement given out recently by Logan Waller Page, director 
of the federal office of public roads. : 

Mr. Page ought to know. It is his business to keep in touch 
with the progress of road building in every section of the country, 
and to lend to it all the scientific advice and aid gleaned by this 
government from the experiments and experience of other nations. 
In 1904 expenditures for roads and bridges in America totaled only 
about $80,000,000. This year over $140,000,000 will be spent. Figur- 
ing on this basis, Mr. Page believes, and with reason, that it will not 
be long before the country will be spending one million dollars for 
good roads every day in the year. a 

The present development and the prophetic outlook are signifi- 
cant. They can only mean that there is a national awakening to the 
fundamental value of good roads, and that communities widely 
scattered are seeing the wisdom of spending liberally in order that 
transportation facilities may be brought as near to standard as pos- 
sible. An important feature of Mr. Page's statement is that indicat- 
ing the growing prevalence of bond issues as a means for hastening 
roadway development. 

Road making by this method is not confined to the southern 
states. While it flourishes here in proportion to popuJdtion, ft is 
no more pronounced than the same tendency north, egSt and west. 
In fact, it has become a common practice in aggressive common- 
wealths for counties to join hands in bond issues which shall link 
their boundaries. : 

In Georgia, this trend has been emphasized ‘since the state’s 
convicts were available for work on the public highways.

Atlanta, Ga. 
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Harvest ‘of More Than 14 
000,000 Bales in Sirht 


Government Report, Indicates 
Year’s Cotton Crop Will: Ex- 
ceed Average by 2,500,000 
Bales--Bureau Reports Were 
a Decided Surprise. | 


Washington, June 2.—Present indi- 
cations point to this year’s cotton crop 
as the largest the country ever has 
produced, according to government ex- 
perts. Based on the statistics of con- 
dition and on the averages for the 
previous ten years, the crop will be 
greater by about 2,500,000 bales than 
the average and larger by nearly 400,- 
000 bales than the biggest crop the 
country ever raised—that of 1904. 

Providing conditions are as favora- 
ble as those which have prevailed dur- 
ing the past ten years continue during 
this season, there should be harvested 
more than 14,000,000 bales, the previ- 
ous maximum in 1904 having been 13,- 
500,000. bales and the average for the 
past ten years 11,500,000 bales. 

As shown by today’s report of condi- 
tioris on May 25, eotton should yield 
198 pounds per acre compared with an 
average of 182.4 pounds during the 
past ten years. 

Allowing for an abandonment of 3 
per cent, the ten-year average of the 
acreage planted, which would bring 
the estimated acreage down from 35,- 
004,000 acres to 34,000,000, this would 
give ‘the unprecedented crop indicatéaé. 

Although the growth is not far de- 
veloped, it is said this is not a bad 
sign, as rain later on will bring it on 
rapidly on account of its present ex- 
cellent condition. 

Prices but Little Affected, 

New York, June 2.—The first gov- 
ernment report of the season on the 
‘coming cotton crop was issued today, 
and, while it showed a condition far 
above the ten-year average, coupled 
with a substantial increase in acreage, 
it was without any materia] effect on 
prices. 

The condition’ of 87.8 per cent was 
higher, than expected, comparing with 
80.2 last year, 79.7 in the big crop 
year of 1908, and 80.9 per cent the ten- 
year average. On the other hand, the 
increase in acreage was rather smaller 
than looked for, the official figures 
being 4.7 per cent as compared with 
last year, or 85,004,000 acres. 

While the condition figures inspired 
considerable speculative Hquidation or 
selling, under which the market broke 
to a net loss of about 6 to 14 points, 
prices were steadied ‘by trade buying 
at the decline, and prices within half 
an hour of the publication of the re- 
port were not more than a point or 
two under the closing figures of yes- 
terday on the new crop months. 

Reports Came as a Surprise. 

New Orleans, June 2.—The bureau 
reports in the cotton market today 
were a big surprise. The report on 
acreage Was as big a surprise as the 
report on condition. One was as bul- 
lish as the other was bearish, and they 
about balanced one another, after the 
ring got over its first shock. 

The market was wonderfully strong. 
Right on the dot at 11 oclock1’ the fig- 
ures on condition came out. They 
were 87.8, or almost 3 points higher 
than the average expected. The ring 
was crowded twenty deep with bro- 
kers; the floor was filled with visitors 
from all parts of the cotton belt, and, 
hot as it was, the big visitors’ gallery 
was crowded with ladies. Excitement 
was high and the noise was deafening. 
Bears thought they saw the chance of 
their lives and commenced to offer 
cotton tin large blocks, but their offer- 
ings were quickly snapped up. 

Hayne Coolest Man at Ringside. 

The’ coolest man at the ringside was 
the bull leader, Frank B. Hayne.

De- 
cember lost 6 points; July lost 6. This 
Was an insignificant decline, consider- 
ing the bearish import of the condi- 
tion figures:

The 
first statement read out was that the 
area planted in cotton had been in- 
creased by 1,586,000 acres. This did 


not mean much to the trade, which has 


been figuring in percentage. Supple- 
mentary figures said that the increase 
amounted to 4.7 per cent. This meant

An incident. suggestive of the fa- 
mous ballad, “In the Baggage Car 
Ahead,” occurred last night at 12 
o'clock, when Southern train No, 36 
rolled into the Terminal station. A 
Wee little. half-starved tot, only nine 
Months of age, that had not been given 
the proper nourishment and care since 
the death of its mother, a few days 
ago, and who was being carried by its 
destitute father to a relative in South 
Carolina, died just as the train entered 
the city. The body was placed on a 
truck in the station, where it awaited 
fn undertaker. 

Woodford Bryson, a farmer, aged 48, 
left his home, Van Buren, Arkansas, 
Thursday. With him were his two 
little babes, one aged nine months and 
the other three years. The mother 
had Cied several days prior, and the 
father had given up his job on a farm 
to carry his little ones to a relative 
in Lake Toxaway, N. C., who could 
Care for them properly. When _ he 
started on the trip, Bryson, other than 
his railway ticket, had but little 
money. Insufficient was the amount 
to provide food for the trip, and con- 
sequently the babe did not recefve the 
nourishment and care it needed. While 
coming into Atlanta ™ast night, Earl, 
the 9-months-old babe, was’ taken 
sick. When the train reached the 
Outskirts of the city, it died. Realiz- 
ing hig predicament, the father asked 
a@ passenger what he should do in fe- 
gard to securing the services of an 
undertaker. With tears in his eyes 
he pleaded for assistance, and the pas- 
senger, his heart touched by the con- 
dition of his fellow-passenger, called 
upon the aid of other occupants of the 
car, who contributed twelve dollars. 

Bedy Placed on Truck. 

The body of the babe was trans- 
ferred from the -car to a truck in the 
Station when the train reached At- 
lanta, and an undertaker called. The 
firm of Asreenberg & Bond sent an 
undertaker to the station and _ the 
body was taken in charge. The father 
of the dead child offered all ° the 
funds he possessed for the burial ex- 
penses, but the undertaking firm was 
notified that the city would bear the 
expenses. 

It was a pitiful scene at the station 
this morning when the undertaker 
arrived. The grief-stricken father, 
standing by the truck on which lay 
the body of his little one, presented 
an appearance that would move any- 
One to tears. The other’ child, not 
able to comprehend, had fallen asleep 
in the father’s arms. When the un- 
dertaker began to remove the body 
from the truck to the basket, the 
father stooped and kissed its  fore- 
head, taking the last look of his be- 
loved little one. He left on a train 
shortly afterwards. 

The sister to whom Bryson was 
taking his children, is comfortably 
situated. WTth her husband, Mrs. 8. 
B. Miller resides oh a farm, and is 
able to provide for the little ones. The 
other child will fare well in her hands, 
and the father will be given a posi- 
tion on Mr. Miller’s farm. 

The bedy of the dead babe will be 
sent to Lake Toxaway, N. C., Saturday 
for funeral and interment. 


“JUST TO SEE CARS BUMP” 
CHILDREN THROW SWITCH 


A little negro girl, 10 years old, and 
a boy playmate one year her senior, 
were caught last night about 6:30 
o'clock in the act of throwing a switch 
on the belt line of the West Point 
railroad, near the Wylie street cross- 
ing, in an effort to cause a wreck. 

This was the third time yesterday 

that the switch had been changed. A 
wreck of a switch engine and a string 
of cars was caused in a similar manner 
last Wednesday. 
' At the police station the girl said 
she was Cornelia Leathers, 80 South 
Delta gireet, while the boy is Roy 
Griffin, 20 Oliver street. Both. live 
near the scene of their mischievous 
pranks, across the railroad from Inman 
Park. They were arrested by Special 
Officers Kemper and Henson, of the 
Georgia railroad.

WILSON SPEAKS 


Jersey’s Governor Also Says 
Country Is Menaced by 
Socialism. 


Columbia, 8. C., June 2.—Governor 
Woodrow Wilson, of New Jersey, 
speaking tonight before the state con- 
vention of the South Carolina Press 
Association, pointed out the dangers 
of the concentration in a few hands 
of the nation’s wealth. He warned the 
editors that their duty was not only 
to comment upon-the workings of the 
“system with a capital S,” but also to 
reveal to the people what these activi- 
ties were, and what they signified. The 
lawyers of the country, he said, are 
the men who must solve the difficul- 
ties, “and I believe they will have 
sense enough to do so.”

fourteen long years in whrcn he could 
not distinguish the features of his 
wife, during which time she bore him 
four children whose faces he has 
never seen, and then to suddenly, and 
as if by magic, have the light of day 
turned on—such is the experience of 
Cc. T.. Mathis, 39 years of age, a 
farmer who lives at Colquitt, Ga. 

Never did mere words appear so 
futile as when Mr. Mathis attempted 
to describe his sensations when, eight 
days ago, his sight was restored. 
Even now that he is getting accus- 
tomed to the moving panorama 
around him he is all but inarticulate 
as “he tries to convey his thoughts to 
others. No prisoner condemned to 
life imprisonment and suddenly par- 
doned was ever more happy than he.

The years of his blindness were 
employed in visiting his relatives in 
the country. 

Seven weeks ago he came to At- 
lanta and went to the Wesley Me- 
morial Hospital, under the treatment 
of Drs. Ridley and Campbell. * They 
operation would 
necessary, and it was performed.

Thursday Mr. Mathis went out walk- 
ing with one of his physicians. He 
expressed boundless surprise at every- 
thing he saw. The tall buildings par- 
ticularly impressed him.

“When I went blind the women 
were wearing more cloth in their 
Sleeves than in their skirts. Now the 
sleeves do not obscure the person 
passing in front of them, but the 
Skirts haven’t grown very much.

Perhaps the high cost 
of living accounts for it.” 

Mr. Mathis will leave today for Col- 
quitt, where he will be greeted by his 
wife and four children, whom he has 
never seen.

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_ GOVERNMENT REPORT 
FEATURE OF MARKET 


Cotton, After B of fos 
"lz oe roams or 
, Trade ne aoa 


New York, June 2.—The feature in 
the cotton market today, of course, 
Was the government's first crop report 
of the season. This report making 
the condition of the crop 87.8 per cent 
@nd indicating an increase of 4.7 in 
acreage, appeared to be about a stand- 
off, so far as its immediate effect on 
the market was concerned. While the 
condition was higher than’ expected. 
the acreage was siightly under !ocal 
expectations, and after a quick break 
of 10 or 12 points in prices, the ma 
ket steadied on trade buying and cov- 
ering, with the close quiet but steady 
at a net decline of 1 to 7 points. 

The opening was steady at a de- 
cline of 1 point to an advance of. 1 
point, and during the éarly trading 
new crop positions sold up to a net 
gain of to 6 points, in sympathy to 
steady cables and on reports of dry 
weather in the south. Old crop posi- 
tions, however, failed to respond to 
the firmer tone of the later months 
and toward midday the whole market 
became nervous and unsettled, under 
liquidation by trailing longs in July 
and August, and scattered offerings of 
the new crop months, which seemed to 
come partly from loca! operators who 
were son viness that the government 
report would be bearish. Before the 
report was issued the market had sold 
off several) points from the best and 
right after the publication of the fig- 
ures there was a further break, which 
carried August contracts down to 15.05 
and October to 13.13, or to a net de- 
cline of 5 to 10 points. Trade interests 
were gcod buyers on the setback, ecar- 
ly sellers of the short account seemed 
to be disappointed that the high con- 
dition “figures had not created a more 
important selling movement, and with- 
in a half hour of the report new crop 
hn tenga were selling 2 or 3 points 

igher. Subsequently fluctuations 
were somewhat irregular, with trading 
quiet and with the market showing no 
special feature The report of the gov- 
ernment is considered as indicating the 
possibility of a very large crop, as the 
condition reported is materially higher 
than at the start of any of the three 
big crops, and as the acreage is by 
far the largest on record. On the 
Other hand, the market appeared to be 
steadier by a more or less genera! 
feeling that requirements next season 
will be particularly heavier, and that 
the actual size of the coming crop de- 
pends efitirely upon the growing sea- 
#on.

New York, June 2.—The recent ad- 
vance in stocks was @xtended today, 
and the markt was one of the broad- 
est and most active of the year. Trad- 
ing was conducted in’a way which 
seemed to indicate that sentiment had 
become decidedly more cheerful, and 
that out of the various distirbing in- 
fluences of the recent past there had 
grown a feeling of greater confidence. 

The market did not show symptoms 
of manipulation to the extent which 
had been noticeable at other times .of 
late. In this connection, it was sig- 
nificant that the iead in the present 
forward movement has been held by 
the railroad stocks, the industrial is- 
sues Which were prominent recently, 
perhaps by reason of pool operations 
in some cases having dropped into the 
background. Realizing sales caused 
recessions late in the day, but the de- 
mand seemed to be unabated, and be- 
fore the close almost complete recover- 


With some indications of better 

things in the steel trade, the ‘unsettle- 
ment: which followed the adoption of 
the. “open. market’ policy has. disap- 
pe@red, while the favorable. effect upon 
railroad reports of curtailment in ex- 
penses, as indicated in April state- 
ments, has strengthened the position 
of the railroad stocks materially. 
' The government's first report on the 
cotton crop for the season which “was 
issued today gave further basis for ex- 
pectations of good crops. 

Although no substantial’ improve- 
ment tn general trade conditions is 
evident, hope of speedy revival is per- 
haps stronger at present than has 
been the case sifice the early spring. 

The Hill stocks were again strong 
and active. Profit-taking weakened 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
joint 4 per cent bonds, which’ have 
been associated with Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific in the advance 
that followed the announcement of 
the Hill financing project. 

American Tobacco securities contin- 
ued their decline. The common stock 
dropped 15 points on the “curb,” sub- 
stantially recovering partfof the loss. 
American Tobacco 4 per. cent. bonds 
declined 25% to 86, virtually the price 
at which they sold before the supreme 
court’s decision was announced, after 
having risen to 934% in expectation 
that the issues would be retired at 
par in connection with dissolution of 
the tobacco combine.

BROWN GOES TO GOTHAM 


New Orleans, June 2.—W. P. Brown, 
the cotton operator, who recently re- 
covered from a serious illness con- 
tracted in New York last winter, left 
here tonight for New York, and while 
he was non-committal on the subject, 
his’ close friends in this market are 
of the opinion that he will play a 
leading part in the operations now 
pending in the summer months in the 


Mr. Brown’s departure was ‘made 
very quietly, following the first bu- 
reau reports on the cotton crop of this 
season. Tomorrow is a holiday in the 
local market and the majority of trad- 
ers here will come down to business 
Monday morning and find that one of 
their leading exchange members has 
switched his opérations from New 
Orleans to New York. For some 
months past, Mr. Brown has not taken 
an active part in the trading around 
the ring, but it is said that he has 
accumulated an interest in .the near 
months recently and that he will be 
a factor in the trading from now on. 
He is one of the heaviest traders in 
the south and recently has devoted a 
great deal of his time to the New 
York market. 

Those who know of Mr. Brown's 
departure said that it was of signifi- 
cance in connection with July and Au- 
gust deliveries. All the bull leader 
would say in regard to these two posi- 
tions was that they are in a very 
Strong position. When asked about h's 
intentions for the summer in New 
York, he grinned a sort of a half grin 
and his eyes twinkled, but he had 
nothing to say. 

In discussing the day’s bureau re- 
ports, Mr. Brown said that the condi- 
tion figures were higher. than expected, 
but that the weather since May 25, 
the date to which the report carr‘ed 
the crop, had been unfavorable. The 
acreage, he said, was not as large as 
expected. 

“It is too early to form very decided 
opinions concerning the new crop,” 
he stated. “There is one point,’ how- 
ever, on which the trade ts deceiving 
itself and that is in regard to the 
earliness of the crop. The opinion 
has gained ground in some quarters 
that there is an early crop, but just 
the reverse is true, except in a few 
sections of the belt. It will require 
good weather from now on to make 
the big crop that the world needs this 
coming year to ease the famine, not 
only in raw cotton but in finished cot- 
ton goods as /well.”
